in shooting 


18-year-old killed while 
roommate played with gun

A Tyler Junior College 
student has been arrested and 
charged in the shooting death of 
a former student at a local apart¬ 
ment complex. 

The victim, Deveon Johnson, 
18, was shot with a .38 caliber re¬ 
volver at his apartment Tuesday 
night. According to Tyler Police, 
Brandon Raynard Willis, 19, one

The shooting took place at 7:22 p.m. on Nov. 29, 
2011 at Varsity Place Apartments on Varsity Drive near 
the UT-Tyler campus. Investigators determined that four 
young men from the Dallas area, including the victim and 
suspect, were leasing an apartment at Varsity Place Apart¬ 
ments. Witnesses told police that Willis pointed what he 
thought was an unloaded gun at Johnson while explaining 
how he had been shot in the past.

Let’s make a baby! 

Science and modern technology cause controversy

Do we abuse modem technology? 

It never occurred to me until my Eng¬ 
lish class began discussing in vitro fertiliza¬ 
tion. For those of you who are not aware 
of this procedure, it is the process of fertil¬ 
ization by manually combining an egg and 
sperm in a laboratory dish. When the IVF 
procedure is successful, the process is com¬ 
bined with a procedure known as embryo 
transfer, which is used to physically place 
the embryo in the uterus. 

In other words, Bam! You re pregnant 
and your husband or boyfriend is still the 
father and you’re still the mother and your 
bundle of joy will still look like either of 
you. 

But this is where my concern is; in 
vitro fertilization, in its initial stage, was to 
help couples who had been trying to get 
pregnant and hadn’t been successful. Many 
argue that this is an affront to God because 
maybe these people weren’t meant to have 
children, and it became even more con¬ 
troversial when lesbians began using this 
procedure. 

According to American Pregnancy 
Association, the success rate of IVF clinics 
depends on a number of factors including 
patient characteristics and treatment ap- 




proaches. It is also important to realize that 
pregnancy rates do not equate to live birth 
rates. In the United States, the live birth 
rate for each IVF cycle started is approxi¬ 
mately 30 to 35 percent for women under 
age 35; 25 percent for women ages 35 to 
37; 15 to 20 percent for women ages 38 to 
40; 6 to 10 percent for women over 40. 

A woman’s ovulation rate lowers after 
35. Older women are more likely to have 
endometriosis and other health condi-

tions that can impact fertility; they’re also 
more likely to suffer from miscarriages 
and pregnancy complications. According 
to the American Society of Reproductive 
Medicine, if you’re 35 or older and have 
been trying unsuccessfully to get pregnant 
for six months, it’s time to consult a fertil¬ 
ity specialist. Women older than 40 should 
see a specialist after three months of un¬ 
successful attempts. In addition to general 
fertility concerns, women over 35 are also 
at greater risk of having a child with certain 
birth defects and other health issues. In vit¬ 
ro fertilization is able to give older women 
the option of having children. 

But there is a reason that your biologi¬ 
cal clock stops ticking, ladies. And accord¬ 


ing to www.socyberty.com, Preimplanta¬ 
tion Genetic Diagnosis (PGD) is a biopsy 
technique that was first successfully used 
in 1988. It is used in IVF to identify ge¬ 
netic defects in the created embryos such 
as: sex-linked disorders, single gene defects, 
and chromosomal disorders. Specific dis¬ 
eases like: Tay-Sachs disease, cystic fibrosis, 
Huntington disease, X-linked dystrophies, 
and mitochondrial disease, etc can be all 
identified. 

This is an incident where we as hu¬ 
mans are able to “play God.”We can choose 
whether our child is bom with certain dis¬ 
eases and pick our babies’ sex. 

My son, Benjamin, is 9-months- 
old now, is 24 lbs and the absolute cutest 
baby on earth, to me. But if my son had 
been bom with any kind of defect, I would 
have assumed it was God’s will and did the 
best I could have. Who are we to choose 
what our children will look like? 

In vitro is an amazing opportu¬ 
nity to have children but it’s not when we 
choose to abuse modem technology, de¬ 
ciding whether to have a girl or boy.

In the ‘60s, Tyler Junior College had men such as veteran 
Joe Gordon who were not only soldiers on the field during the 
Vietnam War, but on campus as well. 

“I saw what I would be without an education and I didn’t 
like it,” said Gordon. “I want to be my own boss, and you need an 
education to do that.” 

The Vietnam War was one of two, almost back-to-back wars 
that required a draft. It took many friends and family members 
away from their homes. 

“The war took several of my friends and two never came 
back,” said TJC alumnus Rebecca Williams. “If your grades were 
not that good, they would draft you right away.” 

Williams was a business major when she attended TJC 
from 1961-1962, and from her perspective, TJC was the place to 
be and her classmates showed it. 

“TJC always had a positive attitude,” said Williams. “The 
kids wanted to be there. We always went to every sport event and 
our teams were very good.” 

Even during the second draft in only twenty years TJC stu¬ 
dents still managed to push through uncertain times. 

“Our school’s tradition was very strong despite the war,” said 
Williams. “Of course, TJC was the only school we had though.” 

According to Williams, a couple of her classmates brought 
a hot, new trend to TJC’s campus. It was a revolution that still 
exists today. 

“One day, two girls came to school in what we call ‘mini 
skirts’,” said Williams. “They stopped just above the knee so they 
weren’t very short, but still they were shorter than what we were 
supposed to wear and the girls got sent home. By the end of 1961 
we were all wearing “mini skirts to school.” 

Although mini skirts 


impressed in something a little less stylish. 

“We had no computers back then so we all used typewrit¬ 
ers,” said Williams. “We thought they were wonderful.” 

Williams also mentioned that the price of attending college 
has changed drastically since her days at TJC. 

“At the time, if you lived in Smith County your tuition was 
very inexpensive,” said Williams. “The cost of one book today 
would have paid for all of my books back then.” 

Alumna Gene Staples shared a common interest with Wil¬ 
liams in the school. He and his classmates considered the school 
as one of the best. 

“Back then, TJC was thought of as one of the better junior 
colleges in the state and maybe even the country,” said Staples. 
“We all wanted it to be a four year school we loved it so much.” 

By the 60’s TJC had just made improvements to the campus 
and the students took advantage immediately. 

“1959 was when they first built the dorms at TJC,” said 
Staples. “There was always a lot going on in the dorms.” 

The “Rock ‘n Roll” era of the ‘50s had just passed and ac¬ 
cording to Williams that fever was beginning to fade as well. 

“We spent a lot of hours in the Teepee between classes, but 
I don’t remember them dancing at that time,” said Williams. “We 
would just visit and drink Coke.” 

Both Staples and Williams are grateful for their opportu¬ 
nity to attend TJC. 

“I really appreciated the education I got at TJC because 
right after I graduated I received a job as Secretary for Chief of 
Police,” said Williams. 

“TJC is an experience I will never forget,” said Staples. “I 
am now on the Alumni Board and we will do what we can to 
increase scholarships and things of that nature.”

Tragedy struck hard

Tyler Junior College baseball player 
died in ’05 after catching meningitis

The loss of a 19-year-old Tyler Junior College baseball 
player to bacterial meningitis in 2005 will forever raise awareness 
atTJC and numerous other campuses. 

On Oct. 10,2005, Austin Thomas Phillips lost his life just a 
few days after playing in a baseball game with his teammates. 

“He actually pitched the Thursday night before,” said 
Jonathan Groth, Ph.D. professor of Health and Kinesiology, 
who was the head baseball coach at the time. 

Groth said that Phillips initially had flu-like symptoms, 
but they progressed rapidly and got worse. He passed out at 
his girlfriend’s house on Friday and was rushed to the hospital 
where he was later diagnosed with 
bacterial meningitis. 

“Everyone on the team had 
to be given medicine immediately 
to prevent the whole team from 
catching the disease,” said Groth. 

“That was some pretty scary stuff.” 

Unfortunately, on Oct. 10, 

2005, Groth would get the news 
that Phillips had died. 

“On Monday afternoon at 

practice at about 2 p.m. I got a text message from someone 
who was at the hospital giving me the tragic news that he had 
passed away,” said Groth. “That was a real challenging time for 
our team.” 

Groth said one of the hardest things he’s ever had to do is 
loose a player. 

“I wouldn’t wish this on anybody. You just never want this 
to happen,” said Groth. 

According to the Center for Disease Control and 
Prevention, meningitis is a disease caused by the inflammation 
of the protective membranes covering the brain and spinal cord 
known as the meninges. The inflammation is usually caused by 
an infection of the fluid surrounding the brain and spinal cord.

The symptoms for meningitis are a sudden fever, headache, 
a stiff neck, nausea, vomiting, photophobia or sensitivity to 
light, and altered mental status. 

Janet Booth, who is professor of medical terminology, said, 
“A lot of times, doctors will ask a patient to touch their chest 
with their chin, and if they can’t do it without pain, they are 
checked for meningitis.” 

This disease is very serious and a dangerous disease that 
needs to be approached with caution. 

“It’s taken very seriously,” said Stephanie Eijsink, MD at 
ETMC First Physicians Clinic Tyler Junior College. “If I had 
someone I suspected of having meningitis, I’d have them in an 
ambulance immediately.” 

There are some vaccines that can be used to prevent 
meningitis. The vaccines are called the meningococcal 
conjugate vaccine (MCV4) and 
the meningococcal polysaccharide 
vaccine (MPSV4). MCV4 is for 
people under the age of 55, and 
MPSV4 is for people 55 and 
older. 

College freshmen living in 
dormitories are at a high risk of 
catching the virus. 

“Students living on campus 
are required to have the vaccine,” 

said Eijsink. 

College students are at greater risk of contracting the 
disease due to a lack of rest. 

Booth explained that a lot of students in college do not 
get enough rest because they are working, studying, or partying. 
These risks cause their immune system to have very little time 
to recover, causing them to be susceptible to the disease. 

On Oct. 27,2011, Senate Bill 1107 passed requiring first¬ 
time students at public, private or independent colleges to show 
proof of a recent bacterial meningitis vaccination or booster 
within five years of school entry.

Wild spending habits 
in college can cause 
financial trouble later

Going into debt is like crashing a car. 

An irresponsible person with a credit card can equal 
disaster. When a credit card is used to purchase items, a 
person is promising to pay the credit card company back 
the money spent plus any interest. If payments are not 
made on time, the credit card holder s credit rating can 
be adversely affected.

“A lot of times having that credit available 
encourages people to buy things they really don’t 
need because it’s convenient and available,” said Gary 
Shepherd, executive director of New Hope Financial 
Fitness Centers, Inc. “They may not have the money for 
the item, but they can afford the payment.” 

Having a good credit score is important. Employers 
are starting to look at credit scores to determine how 
responsible that person is. Many people need credit to 
buy a house or purchase a vehicle. Not only is a credit 
card useful to have in times of emergencies, it is also 
more convenient than carrying large amounts of cash. 

“I use my credit card to buy things I know that I 
have money for so I can get my cash rebate,” said Saad 
Kazmi, pharmacy manager over Sam’s Club pharmacy. 

Credit cards can sometimes be confusing for 
students and can mess up their future if used improperly. 
Every credit card has a different interest rate and grace 
period, which is the time you have to pay it off with no 
interest charged. 

Some tips for managing a credit card would be to 
pay all charges due on the monthly statement. Always 
check the monthly credit card statement for accuracy of 
charges. Usually the bank will have a website to check 
statements and manage money. 

“With the economy the way it is now, people are 
using credit cards to supplement income rather than 
adjust their lifestyle. There’s a real danger in that,” said 
Shepherd. 

“I’ve always heard to stay away from credit cards 
because I’m supposedly not mature enough to handle one 
yet and cash is always cheaper,” said Clay Wadsworth, 
student at Tyler Junior College. 

If a person has a checking account, a debit card can 
be used for purchasing items. However, it is important 
to keep track of the account balance. 

“Even debit cards have their downside because 
if you’re not real careful and don’t keep track you can 
overdraw your account quickly,” said Shepherd. 

Staying out of debt all boils down to simple math: 
do not charge more on a credit card than what can be 
paid off in a month. 

“If you pay your balance off every month, there’s 
nothing wrong with them at all,” said Shepherd. 

“I think that cash tends to let people see what 
they’re actually spending as they’re peeling off dollar 
bills to pay for stuff,” said Shepherd. 


Students may lose 
federal aid after failing

Tyler Junior College students who 
receive financial aid and have passed less 
than 67 percent of their classes will go 
on suspension and possibly lose their aid 
if they don’t bring their completion rate 
up the next semester. 

Last spring 2,523 students were 
in good standing with their financial 
aid, 1,434 students received their first 
strike, and 1,838 went on financial aid 
suspension. The Satisfactory Academic 
Progress measure (SAP) has been at 
TJC but was changed by the federal 
government and when into effect atTJC 
this fall. 

The changes to the SAP include 
students being able to appeal their 
financial aid suspensions and get a 
probationary period only once, students 
have a 150 percent time period to 


complete their classes and students are 
still required to maintain a 2.0. In a Nov. 
16 email sent to students receiving aid, 
a 150 percent time frame was given 
with the example of a student seeking 
a General Studies degree needing 62 
credit hours to earn an Associate’s 
degree. Student’s seeking a General 
Studies degree are allowed 93 attempted 
hours to be funded by financial aid. 

Devon Wiggins, director of 
Financial Aid, believes the changes 
to the SAP are a result of the federal 
government making sure that colleges 
enforce the rule the same way and to 
ensure that funds are being distributed to 
students who are trying to be successful. 

“I think that the SAP policy was 
so different among schools that they 
wanted to bring more consistency 
among schools,” Wiggins said.

“Any new student at TJC beginning Spring 
2012 under the age of 30 will be required to 
give paperwork proving that they have been 
vaccinated,” said TJC Registrar Andrea Liner. 

Liner explained that TJC is concerned 
that the new bill will discourage students from 
registering in the future. As a result, the college 
has chosen to allow students to register for the 
spring semester, by the fall semester students will 


be required to show proof of immunization. 

Unfortunately, TJC does not offer the 
vaccine. In order to get vaccinated a student 
would have to go to a clinic or contact their 
physician. 

A lot of students are concerned about the 
price of the vaccines. According to healthcenter. 
ucdavis.edu, vaccine prices range from S65 to 
$114 with insurance. 


“It may cost money, but what is your life 
worth to you?” said Groth.

“Its going to most effect those students who are not serious 
students.” 

Wiggins believes that the change will help students who are 
having an off semester, but may hurt some who have had a series 
of them. 

“It could be an advantage to some students. It might give 
them a break in a sense because if they don’t complete 67% of 
their hours for that particular term but they have a very high 
completion rate cumulative wise then they may not be placed on 
suspension for that term,” Wiggins said. “On the flip side, if they 
have had a lot of bad semesters but they complete 100 percent of 
their classes for the term but they had bad semesters that have 
caused their completion rate to go lower than 67 percent then

they may go on suspension even though they completed 100 
percent of their hours.” 

The 150 percent suspension is final but Wiggins believes 
there is still hope for students who have lost their aid to retrieve 
it. 

“150 percent is a permanent suspension. You cant make that 
up in any way,” Wiggins said.” But if their GPA goes below a 2.0 
or if their completion rate is not correct, they can take classes and 
try to make that up on their own.” 

Some students like Daniel Patterson, sophomore and 
sonography major agree with the policy.

At TxDOTs demonstrations, they also 
gave students and faculty the opportunity to try 
to pass a sobriety test with "drunk” goggles on. 

"These simulation goggles make you feel as 
though you Ve been drinking and they re pulling 
you over and making you walk the line for so¬ 
briety test...It was very difficult and no I 
did not succeed.. .1 would not recommend 
drinking and driving,” stated Lauren Ty¬ 
ler, Student Life Director atTJC. 

"The consequences for the crime of 
driving while impaired are serious and real. 
Impaired drivers risk killing, disabling, 
disfiguring, and injuring themselves and 
others...Do not get behind the wheel if 
you ve been drinking. Designate a driver, 
catch a bus, call a cab or call someone you trust 
to pick you up, or spend the night where you 
are,” says TxDOT officials. 

According to Krantz the event "had a good 
turnout” and his message is “One fatality from 
drunk driving is too many...plan ahead and 
know when to pass.”

“Know When to Pass,” a campaign by Tx¬ 
DOT, or the Texas Department of Transporta¬ 
tion, held an event on the Tyler Junior College 
Campus on November 27th to warn 
students and faculty members about the 
dangers of drunk driving, and to remind 
students to “Know When To Pass” dur¬ 
ing the most sports centered holidays of 
the year.

immaculate 45% of those Texans drive home 
afterwards.

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This alleged instance of radical proselytism is not the 
first time realTALK has overtly defended their faith. In 
the past, the group, praying on Pat Hartley Field, became 
defensive when asked to relocate by a community organi¬ 
zation who had reserved the field. They refused. According 
to Jones, realTALK members seemed like they felt they 
were being told not to express themselves or pray in public.

I love the thought that students 
are able to have open discussions about religion,” said An¬ 
glin. “Like us, it’s not going to agree with everyone else 
sometimes, and sometimes we’re going to offend people.” 

Other organizations including BSM and the Inter¬ 
faith Club praised their efforts and knew some of them on 
a personal level. Jones even noted that the current student 
leaders have really turned the group around since the be¬ 
ginning of the semester to reach out to students in love. 

“They’re not as stubborn any more and seem more will¬ 
ingly to help,” said Brad Stenberg, member of the Wesley 
Foundation. “They’re not condemning anyone any more.” 

Tyler also noted that their activity in this year’s home¬ 
coming celebration was huge and that their involvement 
was nothing but positive. 

Vincent Nguyen, director of Student Success, offered 
his advice and help to any student organization and, spe¬ 
cifically in this case, realTALK. 

“We’re going to be here to help guide them and teach 
them the right path in order to be successful as an organi¬ 
zation. . .1 think realTALK is a new organization trying to 
understand how to recruit members, but I think sometimes 
like others, they lack guidance. And sometimes, they could 
come across a little bit too extreme for others.” 

He also recognizes that they have fallen off track a few 
times like at one point not having an advisor as an on- 
campus mentor to help them with the process of becoming 
successful. 

“I personally feel that they lack proper guidance to 
connect with students their age. I think they lack the level 
of communication that would help attract people...It’s a 
very delicate subject,” he said. “But I think right now... 
they’re slowly moving in the right direction. Honestly, 
that’s how I feel.”

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Willis pulled the trigger several times before it fired, 
striking Johnson.

East Texas EMS immediately began caring for the 
victim upon arrival at the apartment.

TJC’s Director of Marketing and Public Information 
Fred Peters released a statement from the college com¬ 
menting on the shooting. 

“We are saddened for the loss of life and the devastat¬ 
ing affect this has had on the others involved. Our hearts 
go out to these young men, their friends and families. We 
ask that our entire college community keep these families 
in their thoughts and prayers at this difficult time,” said 
Peters. 

This isn’t the first shooting at Varsity Place Apart¬ 
ments. In October 2009, Ricky R. Davis of Hallsville was 
found dead of a gunshot wound to the head when Tyler 
police officers responded to a call at the complex. Accord¬ 
ing to witnesses, the victim and two suspects had a physical 
altercation prior to the shooting. One suspect then went to 
an apartment, obtained a handgun and began firing several 
shots into a group of people present. Both suspects were 
TJC students from Houston. Davis was the only victim. 

A drive-by shooting involving at least nine gunshots 
took place at the apartment complex a just a few months 
ago in September. Shell casings from a 9-millimeter hand¬ 
gun were found by Tyler police officers at the scene. Even 
though bystanders crowded the parking lot when the 
shooting took place, nobody was injured. 
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
